Views of 
players 
sought 
by family 

ALBION legend Jeff Astle’s 
daughter has begun a search 
for other former footballers 
who suffered similar head 
injuries during their careers 
as his family campaigns for 
a Parliamentary inquiry 
into the harm to players. 

Dawn Astle’s hunt comes 
after she dubbed the Foot¬ 
ball Association ‘laughable’ 
after it seemed to publicly 
apologise to the family of 
the West Bromwich Albion 
and England legend - but 
did not actually contact 
them to do so. 

Striker Mr Astle died in 
2002, aged 59, from serious 
brain damage sustained 
through repeatedly heading 
heavy leather balls through¬ 
out his career. As his con¬ 
dition worsened, he was 
unable to even remember 
the names of his grandchil¬ 
dren. His inquest ruled that 
Mr Astle died of an ‘indus¬ 
trial disease’ brought on by 
heading the balls. 

He played for the Baggies 
from 1964 to 1974 and had 
five England caps. His fam¬ 
ily had launched a Justice 
for Jeff campaign and called 
on the FA to recognise what 
happened to Mr Astle, who 
had three daughters, and 
to launch research into the 
effects of heading footballs. 

Dawn is now writing to 
every professional football 
club in the country.

This latest set of home de¬ 
velopments are taking place 
in Charlemont Farm, Ham- 
stead, Charlemont, Wig- 
more, Yew Tree and Great 
Barr. 

The refurbishment of the 
homes is part of a more gen¬ 
eral initiative to improve 
council homes that includes 
a number of new housing 
developments in the bor¬ 
ough that aim to improve 
the quality of living condi¬ 
tions for tenants in social 
housing.

BUSINESS is blooming at one of the 
longest established shops on a busy 
high street. 

Graham Wooliscroft, the owner of 
Maureen’s Florist in Bearwood, is pre¬ 
paring to celebrate four decades of ar¬ 
ranging flowers at his shop which has 
seen him produce bouquets for Prin¬ 
cess Anne and singer Neil Diamond. 

His shop in Bearwood Road has 
gone from strength to strength over 
the years - but the business had much 
humbler beginnings. 

He said: “I had worked at Mitchell 
& Butlers Brewery as a bottler since 
I was 15, but I was made redundant 


after 17 and a half years and I wasn’t 
sure what to do next. 

“Then one day my grandma said I 
should open up a flower shop. I would 
often do arrangements for her and she 
said I had a talent. 

Flattered 

I had been redundant for a year, but 
I hadn’t touched the money from my 
payout and I decided to open a shop.” 

On March 30, 1974 he opened the 
shop and named it after his wife. He 
said: “She was very flattered by it. It 
had been a butcher’s shop before and 
there were still metal hooks for hang¬ 


ing the meat. I had to do a lot of work 
to it and the first 10 or 15 years were 
very hard. I was on my own doing the 
arrangement and my wife was doing 
the books, it’s a job she still does.” 

As well as producing funeral ar¬ 
rangements, wedding bouquets and 
everyday items, the 72-year-old from 
Quinton has also created arrange¬ 
ments for Princess Anne, singer Neil 
Diamond and actress Noele Gordon of 
Crossroads fame. 

“I never had any idea that I would 
still be here after all these years. I 
have no plans of giving up. I just love 
my job.” 


Shock on 
figures 
for infant 
mortality 

THE number of infants dy¬ 
ing before their first birth¬ 
day in Sandwell is among 
the highest in the country, 
new figures have revealed. 

Sandwell has an infant 
mortality rate of 7.1 deaths 
per 1,000 babies prior to 
their first birthday - way 
above the England average 
of 4.3. 

The borough’s child pov¬ 
erty rate also makes for grim 
reading, with almost 30 per 
cent of children under 16 in 
poverty. And Sandwell also 
fared badly for its homeless 
family numbers. 

The figures have been 
published by government 
health watchdog Public 
Health England, where they 
highlighted 32 subjects of 
child health statistics for 
each authority area. 

Sandwell Council is now 
looking for an external re¬ 
view after figures for the 
borough’s mortality rate 
was revealed. Doctor John 
Middleton, director of pub¬ 
lic health for Sandwell said: 
“We are concerned about 
the high infant mortality 
rate and the fact that it has 
not reduced in 10 years. 

“I am recommending that 
an external expert review, 
should be carried out. We 
recognise the high levels 
of obesity in Sandwell chil¬ 
dren but this has stablised 
in recent years. We are im¬ 
plementing a series of new 
services.” 
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Second wednesbury surgery in doubt 


THE future of a second GP surgery 
in a Midlands town is in doubt, it 
has emerged. Patients in Wednes¬ 
bury have already been hit by the 
announcement of the closure of the 
Mailing Health Wednesbury Sur¬ 
gery on April 11. 

Now it has emerged that planning 
permission for a second doctor’s sur¬ 
gery, due to take patients from the 
Mailing site has expired. Sandwell 


Council had written to NHS chiefs 
to give them advance warning that 
The Spires Health Centre permis¬ 
sion was due to expire, and asking 
what they wanted to do as the au¬ 
thority wanted to use the land. 

And officials from the authority 
say they are still waiting for an¬ 
swers even though NHS bosses have 
told people there is nothing to worry 
about. Sandwell Council’s regener¬ 


ation boss Councillor Ian Jones 
said: “The council over the last 
nine months has asked the NHS 
what they are going to do as the 
council would like its land back at 
The Spires. Again the NHS are not 
telling the patients at both health 
centres the truth.” 

But the NHS has said it has been 
in talks with the council over the 
land, and has not been asked to 


vacate. Karen Helliwell, director of 
commissioning at NHS England in 
Birmingham, Solihull and the Black 
Country, said: “NHS England is 
committed to ensuring that every¬ 
one is able to access high-quality 
local GP services.” 

Both the Mailing Health and The 
Spires sites were due to have new 
premises as part of a £9 million new 
health scheme in High Bullen. 


Romanian pair arrived 
for crime, say police 


TWO Romanians who came to Sandwell sole¬ 
ly to go on a crime spree have been jailed for 
breaking into a car hours after they arrived in 
the country. 

Ciortan Florin and Sebastian Maties, were arrest¬ 
ed in West Bromwich town centre after a Ford Fiesta 
was broken into on Astle Retail Park. The 21-year- 
olds had been acting suspiciously in the area.

priorities 

revealed 

TACKLING crime and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and a 
crackdown on alcohol and 
drug abuse are the main pri¬ 
orities for police in Sandwell 
in the next 12 months. 

Officers also want to re¬ 
duce the number of groups 
of teenagers hanging around 
the streets. 

And they are aiming to 
put a stop to inconsiderate 
parking across the borough. 

These are issues residents 
raised and are among prior¬ 
ities that have been outlined 
in the Sandwell Local Polic¬ 
ing & Crime Plan. 

It will go to Sandwell 
Council’s neighbourhoods 
scrutiny board. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, deputy leader and 
cabinet member for town 
and neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices, said the document 
set out the priorities of the 
Sandwell Policing & Crime 
Board, which is made up of 
senior officers from organi¬ 
sations in the borough and 
community members.

“In Sandwell, we are one 
team working together to 
serve and protect all those 
who work, live and visit the 
area.

The men will be returned 
to Romania after their re¬ 
lease, police confirmed. 

Insp Akeel Najib, from 
Sandwell police, said: 
“These men could not have 
been in Sandwell for long 
at all before they began to 
commit crime. 

“Everything we uncov¬ 
ered during our inquiry 
leads us to believe that the 
pair came to the UK with 
the sole intention of going 
on a crime spree before re¬ 
turning home. 

“At the time of arrest we 
found a device which would 
open the doors of locked ve¬ 
hicles, leading us to believe 
that the men would have 
gone on to commit further 
offences had they not have 
been stopped.” 



Going to pains to aid charity

THE parents of a girl who was just two 
weeks old when she died have pledged to 
raise funds to help neo-natal units at hos¬ 
pitals across the Midlands. 

Libby Mae Sharratt was born last April 
at Birmingham Women’s Hospital to the joy 
of her devoted parents Richard and Char¬ 
lotte. Yet soon after she arrived in the world 
Libby began suffering breathing problems 
and was rushed into intensive care. 

Just days later once she had been trans¬ 
ferred to Birmingham Children’s Hospital, 


doctors had to break the tragic news she 
was suffering from a rare heart condition. 
She died last May in her parents’ arms. 

The couple vowed to keep her memory 
alive by setting up a charity to help raise 
cash to help hospitals care for youngsters 
and their families in similar situations. 

The charity Libby Mae’s Little Angels has 
already held a host of different fundraisers. 
Bosses at The Full Moon pub, in Halesowen 
held a waxing day earlier this month and 
raised more than £1,500. 


Airport 
numbers 
top half 
a million 

MORE than half a million 
passengers passed through 
Birmingham Airport in Feb¬ 
ruary, new figures revealed 
today, with Dublin, Dubai 
and Amsterdam proving the 
most popular destinations. 

Some 580,453 passengers 
used the airport over the 
28 days, an 8.5 per cent in¬ 
crease compared to the same 
month last year. Scheduled 
traffic during February in¬ 
creased by 11.9 per cent and 
one in five of all passengers 
travelled on a long-haul ser¬ 
vice. 

Airport chief executive 
Paul Kehoe said: “This con¬ 
tinued passenger growth 
demonstrates that more 
travellers are enjoying the 
range of services and facil¬ 
ities offered by the airport 
and the hassle free expe¬ 
rience of getting to and 
through the terminal.” 

Scheduled routes that saw 
the largest growth in Febru¬ 
ary were Lyon, Waterford, 
Chambery, Fuerteventura, 
Arrecife, Stuttgart and 
Funchal, Hanover, Istanbul 
and Belfast International. 

Charter routes that saw 
most growth were Portugal, 
Barbados, Finland, France, 
Gambia and Italy. 

Scheduled traffic in Feb¬ 
ruary accounted for 88.7 
per cent of all traffic, with 
charter flights making up 
the remaining 11.3 per cent. 

Multi-million 
pot for holes 

COUNCILS across the 
Black Country are in line 
for more than £3 million 
to tackle potholes, with 
Sandwell getting £302,501. 

The funding from the 
Government is part of a 
£14.3 million chest offered 
to repair roads damaged 
by the wettest winter on 
record. It is a one-off pay¬ 
ment and offers enough to 
repair an extra 3.3 million 
potholes. 

Transport Secretary Pat¬ 
rick McLoughlin said: “This 
extra money will help make 
a real difference to the mil¬ 
lions of road users who rely 
on local roads.”

Fury as show snubs fans' Astle tribute

THE daughter of Baggies legend Jeff As¬ 
tle has spoken of her ‘disgust’ after BBC’s 
Match of the Day failed to mention a pro¬ 
test staged by fans in honour of the Mid¬ 
lands footballing great. 

Albion fans applauded in the ninth min¬ 
ute as a show of support for the family of 
Hawthorns legend Astle during their away 
defeat at Hull City. 

Mr Astle died in 2002, aged 59, from 
brain damage which a coroner concluded 
was sustained through repeatedly heading 


leather footballs during his glittering West 
Bromwich Albion career. 

His family have launched a campaign, 
called Justice for Jeff, calling for the FA to 
accept the father-of-three suffered brain 
damage and to launch research into the ef¬ 
fects of heading footballs. 

Banner 

The FA promised a 10-year study after 
his inquest but nothing has yet been pub¬ 
lished. 


Around 2,400 travelling fans clapped in 
the ninth minute in honour of the number 9 
shirt ‘the King’ wore for the Baggies, show¬ 
ing support for the campaign. 

A banner was also unfurled by the fans. 

But the action was not mentioned on 
Match of the Day sparking fury among 
supporters. 

On Twitter, Mr Astle’s daughter Claire 
said: “Disgusted. Too afraid of @FA or just 
too busy with the weather at Hull? My dad 
died! How many others?” 


The striker scored 174 goals in 361 games 
for Albion, including the winner in the 1968 
FA Cup final. He also played five times for 
England. 

Last week, the FA released a statement 
seeming to apologise to the Astle family for 
not contacting them about the research’s 
progress and saying it ‘deeply regretted any 
upset caused’. 

Mr Astle’s daughters Dawn and Claire, 
however, insisted the FA had not contacted 
them to pass that message on. 


Road schemes unveiled 
to free up junction jams 


FOUR potential schemes that could ease 
congestion at one of the Black Country’s 
busiest junctions with a multi-million-pound 
investment have been drawn up. 

Transport bosses at Sandwell Council are asking 
for public opinion on four possible options for the 
busy Birchley Island in Oldbury, which could in¬ 
clude turning it into a ‘hamburger’ roundabout. 

Traffic currently backs ■ By Adam Grinsell 
up around the island at ™- 


peak times, with queues 
often blocking the approach 
roads, which causes prob¬ 
lems changing lanes to leave 
the island. 

It is also difficult for cy¬ 
clists and pedestrians to use. 

A consultation has 
now been launched over 
the major gateway into 
Sandwell, at junction two 
of the M5, as to how traffic 
around the island can be re¬ 
duced. 

Sandwell Council’s jobs 
and economy boss Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said: “Anyone 
who drives around the is¬ 
land knows that there can 
be queues at peak times. 
This is frustrating and we 
need to do something about 
it. 

“We’re committed to solv¬ 
ing this problem if we can 
get the funding to make 
some improvements. 

“We’ve looked at the 
possibility of constructing 
an underpass or a flyover. 
However, both would be ex¬ 
tremely difficult to construct 
and very expensive because 
of the electricity sub-station 
and the motorway viaduct. 
So we have four options 
on the table, and we want 
members of the public to 
get involved and tell us what 
they think.” 

Option A, estimated to 
cost in the region of £10.5 
million, would see the M5 
link widened, with traffic 
lights put on all approach 
roads. 

The second potential 


scheme would include op¬ 
tion A, but would also 
involved extending the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road through 
the roundabout to create 
a two-way ‘hamburger’ 
island. That could cost 
around £12.7m. 

Option C, potentially the 
most expensive at an esti¬ 
mated £14m, would be al¬ 
most the same at option B 
except the Wolverhampton 
Road would only go across 
the roundabout in one di¬ 
rection, northbound, and a 
one-way link from the M5 
to Churchbridge would be 
created. 

The final scheme, esti¬ 
mated at around £12.9m, 
would see a traffic junction 
created similar to that at 
Burnt Tree further up the 
road towards Dudley. 

Following the consulta¬ 
tion, the council’s trans¬ 
portation planning team 
will prepare a report in 
June outlining the options 
considered, the results of 
the public consultation and 
recommending a preferred 
option. 

If funding is approved, it 
is hoped work could start in 
March 2016.

Gemma said: “She was massive 
character. She was only 4ft lOins 
but she was feisty, loved banter and 
having a laugh and always was the 
first one to help anyone that needed 
it. She had a heart of gold.” 

Mrs Willis, of Hales Crescent, 
Smethwick, had a hernia for seven 
years and had also suffered chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease for

years, an inquest at Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court heard. She went 
to Sandwell Hospital in April 2012 
with all her family, after complain¬ 
ing of abdominal pain. 

Tests at hospital revealed noth¬ 
ing extraordinary except a blood 
gas test revealing a slightly low PH 
level and a higher than expected 
count of white blood cells - both po¬ 
tential signs of infection which doc¬ 
tors attributed to the long-standing 
chest problem. 

The hospital did not take a urine 
sample which may also have flagged 
up an infection but instead, based

on the signs presenting themselves, 
believed that was due to the chest 
condition and that she was suffer¬ 
ing with constipation, the hearing 
heard.’. 

Black Country Senior Coroner 
Robin Balmain said: “It’s difficult 
to underestimate the concerns of 
family members like this, especially 
when their loved ones are examined 
in A&E and a short time later they 
collapse and die. 

“It must be remembered however 
that diagnosis is not a precise art.” 

He concluded Mrs Willis died of 
natural causes. 


Spy car to help tackle

local authorities to make 
money. 

Bosses say they are re¬ 
sponding to public concerns 
about safety and would use 
the car in hotspot locations 
for complaints. 

The camera that is fitted 
to the vehicle would cost 
around £35,000 and the 
equipment to operate it 
would cost around £6,000. 
Annual maintenance of 
the camera and equipment 
would be around £4,000. 

Responding 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
rebutted the criticism from 
Mr Pickles MP, saying: 
“We’re aware of Eric Pick¬ 
les’ views. 

“But our paramount con¬ 
cern is the safety of people 
on our roads, especially 
children, and the need for 
us to respond to persistent 
reports about illegal parking 
near our schools. 

“This plan is not about 
the council making money 
- but acting responsibly and 
responding to Sandwell peo¬ 
ple’s real concerns.” 

Chiefs hope any fines is¬ 
sued through the scheme 
and the presence of the cam¬ 
era car itself will deter mo¬ 
torists from parking illegally 
and improve safety. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, the borough’s highways 


boss, will be asked to ap¬ 
prove the scheme at a meet¬ 
ing which is being held next 
Monday. 

Councillor Crompton said: 
“We know how concerned 
people are about road safety 
particularly on routes to and 
outside schools. 

“This is an issue people 
keep reporting to us. 

“We know most motor¬ 
ists do take care and park 
legally - but we need to get 
the message through to the 
minority who don’t. 

“We carried out a trial 
last year - which was 
well-received by residents, 
staff and parents when the 
vehicle was spotted around 
schools. 

“Children’s safety is our 
top priority, so we plan to 
introduce this scheme to 
help keep them safe. 

“Using a car also has the 
advantage of being able 
to reach more places and 
tackle more problems than 
a parking warden can do on 
foot. 

“We hope the car will 
act as a deterrent and help 
make sure drivers take the 
time to find alternative 
legal parking places so that 
our children and other road 
users are not put at risk or 
obstructed.” 

Wolverhampton City 
Council has been using a car 
to catch drivers parking out¬ 
side the city’s schools since 
November 2012.

SANDWELL has among the 
highest proportion of resi¬ 
dents with no qualifications 
in the country according to 
new figures. 

It was third out of nearly 
350 authorities for the 
highest amount of people 
between the ages of 16 and 
64 who have no academic or 
professional qualifications. 

Walsall was placed sixth 
in research by the Office of 
National Statistics. 

The data comes from the 
latest 2011 census informa¬ 
tion and according to the 
figures nearly 50,000 people 
in Sandwell have no level 
of qualification, including 
GCSEs, A Levels, vocational 
qualifications or degrees, 
which equates to around 
one in four people in the 
borough.

year.”

Tributes to teenager in bus stop tragedy

Manny Edwards, aged 18 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
tragic teenager who died when he 
ran into a bus stop while hurrying 
for a late night bus in Birmingham. 

Manny Edwards collapsed after 
he struck the sign in Walkers 
Heath, near Kings Norton, West 
Midlands Police said. 

The 18-year-old, from Kings 
Heath, suffered fatal injuries in the 
freak accident. He had been racing 
to catch the number 35 bus home 
after spending time with friends. 

West Midlands Police dispelled 


rumours he had been the victim of 
an attack and said CCTV footage 
showed him running for the bus and 
into the bus stop, getting to his feet 
and then falling to the floor again 
seconds later. 

Police officers attempted to revive 
Mr Edwards, from Kings Heath, at 
the scene but he died in hospital. 

A post-mortem examination will 
take place to confirm the precise 
cause of death. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon 
Inglis said: “This was a terrible ac¬ 


cident. It’s shocking that a young 
man could lose his life in such cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“We understand there were some 
rumours flying around the commu¬ 
nity that there was something sinis¬ 
ter behind Manny’s death and that 
he had been attacked - but I can 
assure people that is certainly not 
the case. CCTV footage shows him 
running across the road and collid¬ 
ing with the bus stop. No-one else 
was involved in the incident. 

“Our thoughts go out to Manny’s 


family and friends as they try to 
come to terms with his tragedy.” 

Friends have paid tribute to the 
former Shenley Academy pupil. 
Close friends described him as 
‘down to earth’ and said he would 
help anyone who needed it. 

A memorial site was set up in his 
memory and donations have been 
flooding in to the page. 

Floral tributes have also been 
left at the scene of the tragedy by 
friends. The accident happened at 
around 10.30pm last Monday. 


Jail for man who joined in 
gang attack on ex-general 


A MAN from the Black Country has been 
jailed for 10 years for his part in a gang at¬ 
tack which was carried out on a retired Indi¬ 
an military lieutenant general. 

Lieutenant General Kuldeep Singh Brar was out 
walking with his wife near Marble Arch in London 
when he was ambushed. The 78-year-old victim was 
slashed in the neck. 


Attraction 
scheme for 
landmark 

A LANDMARK Victorian 
building in the centre of 
Birmingham may be rede¬ 
veloped into a new city cen¬ 
tre attraction. The National 
Trust and the Canal & River 
Trust are working together 
on plans to redevelop the 
Grade II listed Roundhouse, 
near to Birmingham’s Gas 
Street Basin. 

Both trusts are calling on 
the public to help come up 
with creative uses for the 
horseshoe-shaped structure 
located in Ladywood and 
have launched a consulta¬ 
tion. 

Among the suggestions 
put forward are a cycle 
store and workshop, shower 
facilities and hammocks for 
commuters and visitors and 
a micro cafe. The building 
will also act as a hub for 
local start-up businesses. 

Beccy Speight, regional 
director for the National 
Trust in Birmingham, said: 
“It was originally a hub for 
the distribution of goods and 
the stabling of horses and 
there is an exciting oppor¬ 
tunity to make it a modern 
day hub for those who want 
to explore and discover more 
about their city today.” 


Lakhbir Singh, aged 26, 
of Crocketts Lane, Smeth¬ 
wick, was the latest man to 
be sentenced for the attack.

Sikh militants in Amritsar 
in 1984. 

Three Sikh men and a 
woman were jailed for their 
part in the attack in Decem¬ 
ber last year. 

Mandeep Singh Sandhu, 
35, of Great Barr, Birming¬ 
ham, and Dilbag Singh, 37, 
of no fixed abode, were sen¬ 
tenced to 14 years in prison 
while Harjit Kaur, 39, of 
Hayes, Middlesex, was jailed 
for 11 years. 

Another man, Barjinder 
Singh Sangha, 34, of Wol¬ 
verhampton, had previously 
pleaded guilty to wound¬ 
ing with intent and was 
sentenced to 10 and a half 
years. The court heard that 
having become aware of Mr 
Brar’s presence in the UK, 
the group travelled to Lon¬ 
don on September 28 and 
29 in 2012 and carried out 
reconnaissance of the area 
where he was staying.

Workers proving 
age is no barrier 


MARK ANDREWS looks 
at our older workforce and 
the challenges facing some 
senior members of staff 

WE can all look forward to a 
few more years in the work¬ 
place thanks to the fact that 
we are living longer than ever 
before. 

But once we reach our 50s and 60s 
will our employers still want us or 
will years of experience count for 
nothing? 

There are currently record numbers of 
older people in employment but it seems 
they are not finding the workplace as 
easy as their younger counterparts. 

New research by employment law¬ 
yers Slater & Gordon found that mil¬ 
lions of workers in Britain could have a 
case for illegal age discrimination in the 
workplace with many saying they were 
treated differently to their younger col¬ 
leagues, passed over for promotion and 
worried they are at greater risk of redun¬ 
dancy. 

Their fears are not unfounded, last 
year car sales manager Gary Hawkins 
successfully sued Wednesbury motor 
dealer Carcraft after he was sacked for 
being too old - at just 52. 

The married father-of-four was 
awarded an undisclosed payout running 
into thousands of pounds after his for¬ 
mer employer was judged to have been 
guilty of aged discrimination. 

Thankfully he has now found work 
as a branch manager at Scottish Motor 
Auctions in Bilston, where he says the 
atmosphere is totally different. 

“I couldn’t be happier, I have worked 
with the guy before, and we both know 
each other,” says Mr Hawkins, who is 
now 53. 

After winning his case, Mr Hawkins 
declared he had struck a blow for mid¬

dle-aged workers everywhere. “I didn’t 
even know I wasn’t part of the youth 
culture until they got rid of me,” he 
said. “I believe I was the oldest guy 
working there and they had about 520 
members of staff on all the sites.” 

Edward Cooper, Slater & Gordon’s 
head of employment law, said their sur¬ 
vey had found one in 10 employers felt 
ignored by their manager, and one in 
seven had seen younger staff promoted 
ahead of them since hitting 40. 

This comes despite a year-long study 
by management consulting group Ac¬ 


centure which found that older workers 
were more efficient than younger ones, 
also having lower levels of staff absen¬ 
teeism and sickness. 

Mr Cooper says: “Very few busi¬ 
nesses enforce a retirement age but 
this research shows that many will still 
sideline and isolate staff when they get 
to a certain age.” 

The report suggested that 54 was the 
age at which career prospects seemed to 
be most affected. 

Some senior citizens are proving lead¬ 
ing the way when it comes to working 


later in life. Recently, handyman Albert 
Billingham finally decided to hang up his 
overalls at the ripe old age of 90. 

And even though Mr Billingham has 
decided to leave his job at B & Q in Bris¬ 
tol, he is still keeping active by helping 
his son Martin, 57, with the restoration 
of his home. Mr Billingham had worked 
continuously for 77 years, only taking a 
handful of days of sick during that time. 

And there are employers in the West 
Midlands who realise that age also 
brings with it a wealth of experience, not 
to mention life skills which no training 
course can teach. 

Retired teacher Paul Beddows decided 
to take up a Christmas job at Argos in 
the Merry Hill centre - and more than 
four years on, he is still in the post. 

Summer 

Mr Beddows, who is 62, spent 35 
years working in the education sector, 
teaching at Rowley Regis College, Jo- 
siah Mason College in Birmingham, and 
Stourbridge College, before deciding to 
take early retirement in the summer of 
2009. 

However, within five months he de¬ 
cided to return to work, and has not 
looked back. 

“The trouble with being retired is that 
you tend to just sit at home doing noth¬ 
ing. There are jobs to do, but if I wasn’t 
quite in the mood, I might have thought 
T can always do it tomorrow’.”At the age 
of 82, former police chief Mike Collins 
is still working as an advanced driving 
examiner with the charity Rospa. 

Mr Collins has continued to work ever 
since retiring as a superintendent at 
West Bromwich police station in 1978, 
having also spent two years as a Red 
Cross aid worker in war-torn Somalia 
and Burma. Mr Collins, who typically 
works around two days a week, says 
he still finds his work very rewarding. 
He says “I think there will come a time 
when you start to lose a bit of credibility, 
when you are a bit too old. But at the 
moment I’m still enjoying it.”

The donors, 
from India’s poorer classes, 
were risking their lives for as little 
as £200, it was claimed.

A FRUIT and veg seller who 
fought a three-year battle for the 
right to sell in pounds and ounc¬ 
es died from a suspected heart 
attack at the age of 39. Steven 
Thoburn, from Sunderland, had 
been prosecuted for breach¬ 
ing the Weights and Measures 
Act by selling bananas by the 
pound. His Imperial scales were 
confiscated and he was given a 
six-month conditional discharge 
in 2001. 

BUS lay-bys were being re¬ 
moved from a busy main road, 
sparking concerns the move 
would lead to an increase in 
congestion. The lay-bys were 
being blocked up as part of a 
£1.7m Red Route scheme along 
Stafford Road in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. Transport chiefs claimed 
that it would be safer for buses 
to stop on the main carriageway 
rather than pulling into lay-bys. 

ASTON Villa ruthlessly des¬ 
patched their Premiership 
neighbours Wolves with a 4-0 
win in the big West Midlands 
derby.

College. Training was then 
closely monitored by the En¬

These boards 
were funded by a levy on 
companies of a certain min¬ 
imum size and did a really 
good job in maintaining 
high skills levels. 

During the Thatcher Gov¬ 
ernment these were mostly 
discontinued (as far as I am 
aware the only survivors 
today are those for the con¬ 
struction and road trans¬ 
port industries). Myself 
and many others expressed 
concern at this decision but 
to no avail and the 30 year 
skills gap is the result. 

Hoping the current en¬ 
deavour to fill the gap is 
successful, however there 
is now a great amount of 
catching up to do.

IT was a scene like many oth¬ 
ers that would have played 
out during the dark days of 
the First World War - two 
young lovers taking a late- 
night stroll through the Brad¬ 
ley area of Bilston.

It tells the story of William and 
Maud Fellow as they edge closer to 
the fateful night on the banks of the 
Wolverhampton Union Canal. The sad 
tale starts with William leaving Maud 
and the Black Country behind for the 
battlefields of France and culminates 
with the sounds of of bombs dropping. 
To coincide with the centenary of the 
outbreak of the Great War, the tale is 
both educational and gripping.

Super cell block soon 
to start taking shape 


WORK has begun on a mul¬ 
ti-million pound jail block 
that will become the main 
custody suite for the Black 
Country. 

When completed the new ‘super 
cell block’ will replace the majori¬ 
ty of cells at police stations in the 
West Midlands and will provide 
spaces for up to 60 offenders who 
will be processed and booked in 
before being bailed or transferred 
to courts across the area. 

Work to lay foundation at the site 
in Bromford Road, Oldbury began this 
week and marks the first phase of two 
purpose-built centres in the West Mid¬ 
lands - with work at a similar site in 
Holford Drive, Perry Barr due to begin 
in August. 

Priority 

The decision to replace older cells 
based in police stations with larger 
more modern units is part of a 
cost-saving exercise by the force, as 
they attempts to deal with £25 million 
of cuts this year. 

The new larger unit will have more 
staff than traditional units and will 
help free up time for officers at police 
stations.

Unique snaps relive 
the rock 'n' roll years 


UNIQUE photographs, taken 
by music manager Jim Simp¬ 
son, feature in an exhibition 
on the heady days of rock ‘rT 
roll at a Black Country library. 

Mr Simpson, a music photographer 
and the original manager of Black 
Sabbath, is showing off his collection 
of rare photographs at West Bromwich 
Central Library until this weekend. 

Jagger, The Killer and The Prettiest 
Man In Rock and Roll, features 40 im¬ 
ages of artists, including Mick Jagger, 
Jerry Lee Lewis and Little Richard, 
during visits to the West Midlands. 

Mr Simpson was the founder of the 
Birmingham-based Big Bear record 
company. Many of the pictures, which 
come from his personal collection, 
have not been seen for more than 40 
years. 

“Back in the 60s, I was playing in 
a band called Locomotive, and I was 
a photographer for Melody Maker,” 
said the 75-year-old, who grew up in 
Halesowen. “I used to take pictures 
for them, but I also used to keep some

back for myself, and the pictures in the 
exhibition are some of those,” he said. 

Jagger’s band The Rolling Stones 
feature, along with Chuck Berry, Nina 
Simone, John Lee Hooker and Rod 
Stewart. 

The first official publicity shots of 
The Moody Blues, and The Move, 
along with photographs of The Spen¬ 
cer Davis Group are also on show. 

The photographs give a fascinating 
insight into how musicians appeared 
when they were not performing. 

“I remember Cream, with Eric Clap¬ 
ton, were playing in a pub in Yardley 
in front of 200 people, and you could 
always get backstage for a few pic¬ 
tures,” said Mr Simpson. 

“The chances of you ever getting 
that close to Clapton these days would 
seem pretty remote.” 

The exhibition will mark 45 years 


of his Big Bear label. Other stars in 
the exhibition include Cilia Black, Bill 
Haley and The Comets, and Chuck 
Berry. 

Mr Simpson started running Big 
Bear records in 1968, and it was dur¬ 
ing this time he discovered a four-piece 
band called Earth at a famous music 
night he ran in Birmingham called 
Henry’s Blues House. 

Better 

“When I first saw them I could see 
they were talented and I let them play 
a few slots, the audience response 
was good so I asked if I could manage 
them,” he said. 

The band even wrote a song for 
him called, Song for Jim, but he could 
quickly see them going on to better 
things. After a suggestion by bassist 
Geezer Butler, they went to become 
Black Sabbath. 

Eventually the band went its sepa¬ 
rate way and they ended up signing up 
with Phillips Records, just two weeks 
after Jim helped them launch their 
first album Black Sabbath.

School forced to close as 
teachers join in protests 


HOLLY Ledge Science College in Smethwick 
joined more than 100 other schools across 
the West Midlands yesterday after teachers 
staged a national walkout. 

Dozens of Black Country schools were affected by 
the industrial action, which caused complete or par¬ 
tial closures after the National Union of Teachers 
staged a one-day strike over pay and conditions. 

Head teachers admitted ■ gy Simon Stone 
that the action would have H___ 


made it difficult for many 
schools to stay open. 

Holly Lodge head teacher 
Ahson Mohammed wrote 
on the school’s website: 
“This is not a dispute with 
the school but national poli¬ 
cies related to pensions and 
conditions.” 

Although few councils in 
the West Midlands are yet 
to provide full lists of clo¬ 
sures, individual schools are 
informing parents via letter 
or by their websites. 

Stuart Bathhurst Catho¬ 
lic High School in Wednes- 
bury was closed to all pupils 
yesterday, as was Wood 
Green Junior School. Albert 
Pritchard Infant School was 
open as normal. Both Per- 
ryfields High School in Old¬ 
bury and Phoenix Collegiate 
Academy in West Bromwich 
was only open to years 10, 
11, 12 and 13. 

St Edmund’s Catholic 
Academy in Wolverhampton 
will be closed for pupils in 
years 7, 8 and 9, but classes 


will continue as usual for 
years 10 and upwards. 

The NUT has been em¬ 
broiled in its current dispute 
with the Government over 
pay, pensions and work¬ 
ing conditions for over two 
years, and staged a series 
of regional strikes with the 
NASUWT teaching union 
last year. Between them 
they represent the vast ma¬ 
jority of teachers. 

A proposed one-day na¬ 
tional walkout in November 
by the two unions was called 
off and the NASUWT opted 
not to take part in the latest 
walkout. 

A spokesperson for the 
Department for Education 
said: “Parents will strug¬ 
gle to understand why the 
NUT is pressing ahead 
with strikes over the Gov¬ 
ernment’s measures to let 
heads pay good teachers 
more. They called for talks 
to avoid industrial action, 
we agreed to their request, 
and talks have been taking 
place weekly.”

Youngsters 
hit out over 
service cuts 

HUNDREDS of teenag¬ 
ers descended on a council 
house to stage a noisy pro¬ 
test against cuts to youth 
services. 

But it did not stop coun¬ 
cillors in Sandwell approv¬ 
ing a £5.3 million reduction 
in the service’s budget. Four 
coaches of young people de¬ 
scended on Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil House ahead of a meeting 
last Wednesday. Although 
they were not allowed in¬ 
side, they made their pres¬ 
ence known by chanting and 
blowing whistles outside. 

Some even stormed the 
building reception. Unison 
union official Louise Har- 
rison-Powis was there to 
represent some of the work¬ 
ers whose jobs are at threat 
under the budget reduction. 
A total of 51 full time equiv¬ 
alent posts are at risk. 

It would also mean there 
were just two main council 
run youth centres in the 
borough - at Coneygre Arts 
Centre and Malthouse Sta¬ 
bles. 


Hundreds 
sign up in 
plans fight 

PLANS to build 13 homes 
on an area of woodland have 
sparked anger - and a peti¬ 
tion has been launched to 
block the scheme. 

Almost 350 people have 
signed a petition asking for 
Sandwell Council to reject 
plans to build new homes 
on woodland at Thimble- 
mill Recreation Ground in 
Smethwick. 

Selbourne Homes has 
submitted plans for an 
exclusive development of 
large family homes to meet 
a growing demand for prop¬ 
erties in the borough. But 
the application has sparked 
a protest from nearby resi¬ 
dents who say the woodland 
is an ‘undisturbed habitat’. 

Mother-of-two Kelly 
Ahmed started the petition 
last Monday and said she 
is already surprised by the 
number of people who have 
responded. The 36-year-old 
from Gladys Road in Bear¬ 
wood said: “Everyone is re¬ 
ally upset about this.”

Councils' 
equal pay 
claims bill 
at £ll0m 


COUNCILS across the Black Country have 
spent or set aside more than £110 million 
to settle claims from thousands of women 
workers who claim they were not paid the 
same as men. 

The cost arose because of a change in the rules in 
1997 that said councils had to give equal pay not just 
to people with the same job, but those doing work at 

a similar level. ■ By Dan Wainwright 

It meant that jobs mainly ■_____ 


done by women, such as 
cleaning and catering, 
needed to be paid the same 
as those done mainly by 
men, such as binmen. The 
binmen would get bonuses 
at some councils and these 
needed to be taken into ac¬ 
count. 

But it has come at an 
extraordinarily tough time 
for the authorities, some 
of whom say they have lost 
up to half their government 
funding as a result of Coa¬ 
lition-imposed cuts. As it 
emerges one dinner lady 
was paid a settlement of 
£190,000 in Birmingham, 
Dudley Council confirmed it 
had 3,800 claimants and has 
settled 3,300 of them. The 
cost is so far £52m. 

The equal pay claims are 
a further burden on council 
budgets which have been 


squeezed by central govern¬ 
ment funding cuts, resulting 
in thousands of jobs being 
axed. 

Sandwell Council has so 
far settled 6,000 claims, at 
a cost of £33 million, mainly 
in 2009 and 2010. 

Wolverhampton City 
Council set aside £30 million 
to fight and settle hundreds 
of claims. 

One law firm alone, Lon¬ 
don based Leigh Day, had 
more than 400 clients last 
year. But the council al¬ 
ready paid out £33m in 2008 
to try to settle claims. 

Walsall Council has re¬ 
fused to reveal its current 
burden. Its spokesman 
Emma Tate said: “The 
council continues to be in¬ 
volved in equal pay litiga¬ 
tion and therefore cannot 
comment on this matter.”

A vision of Paradise in 
Brum's £l60m scheme

THESE images show the new 
vision for Birmingham’s Para¬ 
dise Circus, as a £160 million 
regeneration scheme gets 
set to start ‘within months’. 

A sweeping outdoor route 
shaped by modern offices, shops 
and public spaces will be created 
to rejuvenate the tired city cen¬ 
tre location, under dramatic new 
plans. 

The concrete surroundings of the 
Central Library, which shut after the 
new £188m Library of Birmingham 
opened last September, will be demol¬ 
ished as part of the revamp. Paradise 
Circus, which is home to shops, a pub 
and restaurants, will be overhauled in 
a scheme developers described as a 
‘one-in-a-lifetime’ opportunity. 

Visitors will have a clear view from 
a re-landscaped Chamberlain Square 
and clock tower, next to Birmingham 
Town Hall, up through to the Hall of 
Memory for the first time in decades. 

Hoped 

The scheme will take the layout 
of the the busy thoroughfare back in 
time, reminiscent of of the area prior 
to the developments in the 1960s. 

Work will begin on the first phase 
of the multi-million pound project by 
May, with more major building work 
taking place early next year. 

It is hoped that the first phase of the 
high-profile project is completed by 



and firm director Rob Groves said all 
major milestones for the scheme has 
now been passed and work can get 
under way. 

Officials say the development was 
key to boosting business and enter¬ 
prise in the city linking with aspi¬ 
rations to expand the commercial 
district. The first phase of the scheme 


will also include a revised road layout 
with traffic rerouted the site. More 
than 250,000 sq ft of Grade A office 
space will be also be built. 

The plans, which are only initial 
designs at this stage, show access to 
Summer Row, which is also home to 
bars, nightclubs and top-end eateries, 
with no tunnels underneath. 

Paradise Circus’ redevelopment 


forms part of a wider vision called the 
Big City Plan. More than 5,000 new 
homes, 1.5m sqft of office space and 
new walking and cycling routes are 
planned to improve the surroundings 
of the city centre. 

Mr Groves said: “This is going to 
be a game-changer in the way that 
Birmingham is connected, and how it 
achieves the Big City Plan.”

l\lew case is too close 
to home for Martha 


N ever mix business with 
pleasure, and never work 
with your loved ones. 

Martha really should have kept 
those ideas at the forefront of her 
mind before agreeing to take on the 
case of her ex-boyfriend Sean. 

Instead, she’s up to her neck in 
problems, most of them caused by 
the fact that she can’t consider the 
facts coolly and dispassionately 
because of their shared history - 
and his reappearance has shaken 
the legal eagle in other ways too. 

“Martha has to start to reassess 
what is really important in her life,” 
says Maxine Peake, who plays her.

“Clive hates her ex-boyfriend and 
they end up having a massive fight,” 
says Rupert Penry-Jones, Peake’s 
co-star since the series began. “It 
took a while to shoot but even 
longer to get over the bruises - we 
were a bit bashed up! We were 
throwing each other around and 
against walls, but how much of it 
will end up in the final cut I don’t 
know.” 

To make matters worse, Martha’s 
behaviour makes her colleagues 
wonder if she has what it takes to 
lead the firm into the future - and 
she herself is forced to question her 
long-term career as a barrister after 
the verdict is read out... 


But what impact will the trial have 
on Martha and Clive’s relationship? 
After all, it’s clear there’s a real 
spark between them.

New X-Trail 
from Nissan 
is inspired 
by popular 
crossovers 

The latest Nissan X-Trail ditches the Bear 
Grylls image and instead takes inspiration 
from Nissan’s market-leading crossovers - 
Qashqai, Juke and Murano. 

Has it gone soft or is it merely trying to win a popu¬ 
larity contest? In truth, neither. It’s just a smart piece 
of product development reacting to a changing mar¬ 
ketplace. 

Under the bonnet, the core engine is a significantly updat¬ 
ed dCi 130 version of the previous model’s 2.0-litre diesel, 
optionally mated to a newly-developed Xtronic CVT gear¬ 
box. A 1.6-litre DIG-T 163PS petrol engine has also been 
developed for this car. 

Although the X-Trail appears to have become a bit more 
lifestyle oriented, this is Nissan we’re talking of here; man¬ 
ufacturers of some of the cleverest all-wheel drive systems 
around. 

They just can’t help themselves. 

Yes, you can buy a front-wheel drive X-Trail and it’ll prob¬ 
ably make sense for quite a few buyers, but the four-wheel 
drive chassis is extremely clever. 

The electronic four-wheel drive system, All Mode 4x4i, is 
controlled via a rotary switch on the centre console. It offers 
a choice between two-wheel drive, Auto mode or Lock of¬ 
fering permanent four-wheel drive. So far, so conventional. 

The X-Trail also features Active Ride Control and Active 
Engine Brake. Active Ride Control monitors the road sur¬ 
face to detect undulations which could potentially upset the 
pitch of the car body and alters the damping to compensate. 
Active Engine Brake meanwhile, harnesses the power and 
controllability of the Xtronic transmission to add a degree 
of engine braking while cornering or when decelerating to 
a standstill. 

Individually 

Then there’s Active Trace Control. By using on board sen¬ 
sors to monitor speed, steering angle, throttle opening and 
braking effort, Active Trace Control brakes wheels individu¬ 
ally, as required, to reduce understeer and help the driver 
steer a safer path through bends: it is particularly effective 
on slippery, wet roads. Finally the X-Trail benefits from Uphill 
Start Support and Advance Hill Descent Control. 

The interior is a good deal more spacious than before and 
features theatre-style seating with the option of two extra 
seats to make room for seven inside. 

Practical touches include rear side doors which open to 
almost 80 degrees - far wider than normal - to allow not just 
easy access but also to ease the loading and unloading of 
a child seat. Middle row seat comfort has been improved 
thanks to extra knee room generated by the longer wheel¬ 
base and the front seats having more heavily sculpted seat 
backs. 

The middle-row seats recline and slide while, where fitted, 
the third row folds forward to increase luggage space. Help¬ 
ful touches include, for example, a large between-the-seats 
console box. The box itself is large enough to take an iPad 
or 10in ablet. 

The luggage bay can be portioned into upper and lower 
areas in a simple single-handed move. In its top-most po¬ 
sition, a dividing board can hold up to 10kg of luggage, or 
75kg in its lower position. This split cargo solution enables 
the user to store, for example, a stroller and large items 
below while creating a fully usable upper load surface for 
smaller, lighter items. 

A remotely-powered tailgate eases access to the luggage 
area. Build quality looks much improved. 

Standard 

This X-Trail is available in three familiar grades: Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All trim levels feature air-conditioning, al¬ 
loy wheels and six airbags, LED daytime running lights, five- 
inch colour combimeter display, Bluetooth with microphone, 
cruise control and speed limiter. Hill start assist, follow me 
home lights and a luggage board system are also among 
the features fitted as standard. 

Range-topping Tekna models feature an array of tech¬ 
nologies which further confirm Nissan’s lead in the cross¬ 
over market. These include LED headlamps, leather seats, 
electrically-adjustable driver’s seat, front and rear parking 
sensors and 19-in alloy wheels. In addition, Tekna models 
also feature Intelligent key with engine start button, forward 
emergency braking, lane departure warning, high beam as¬ 
sist and traffic sign recognition. 

The Nissan X-Trail is a vehicle which has often struggled 
to assert itself in a market packed with talent. The galling 
thing for Nissan is that on talent alone, it’s often been one of 
the best in its class but it has lacked that bit of X-factor which 
translates into solid orders. 

The latest model aims to bring that desirability to the 
X-Trail. With more space, more equipment, better build qual¬ 
ity and a sleeker look, it’s a car which instantly looks much 
more upmarket than before.

The Baggies No.l de¬ 
fended Ireland striker 
Long after he was accused 
of diving to win new club 
Hull a penalty against his 
former employers on Sat¬ 
urday. 

And Foster lifted the 
lid on the anger of Albi¬ 
on’s players over the £7m 
January sale of Long, who 
netted Hull’s second goal 
in their 2-0 victory at the 
KC Stadium. 

“We had him and some¬ 
times I think ‘why did we 
let him go?’ to be honest,” 
said Foster. “It’s not even 
hindsight. He was one of 
our best players from the 
last couple of years. 

“There would have 
been a lot of takers for 
Shane and it’s disappoint¬ 
ing that he’s no longer 
here. But we can’t look at 
that or blame that. 

“Shane does what 
Shane does and we know 
what he’s going to offer 
for another team and 
we’ve got to combat that.” 

Albion sold Long for a 
fee that could rise to £7m 
in a controversial January 
deal that was critcised by 
many fans.The Ireland 
international had just six 
months remaining on his 
contract and had rejected 
two offers of a new deal. 

Fight blow 
for winner 
Summers 

TIPTON’S Ricky Summers 
saw his victory on Saturday 
night count for little more 
than ring time after his bout 
was staged as an exhibition. 

Summers came in 21b 
overweight for his four- 
round contest with Welsh¬ 
man Jamie Ambler, who 
tipped the scales 61b lighter 
at 12st 41b.

Fans sick as a parrot over £56 ticket 


FURIOUS Albion fans are threatening to 
boycott the Easter Monday clash at Man¬ 
chester City after being asked to stump up 
£56 for a ticket. 

The eye-watering price for the televised 
Premier League showdown has sparked 
anger among Baggies supporters - espe¬ 
cially after City recently made a point of 
complaining about soaring ticket costs. 

City fans were up in arms last year when 
they were charged £62 for a ticket at Arse¬ 
nal - despite a vow from Premier League 
chiefs that costs would come down. Sup¬ 
porters vented their anger on Twitter, call-

ing for a boycott after costs rose 25 per cent 
from last season’s Etihad fixture. 

When faced with a price of £62 for the Ar¬ 
senal game last season, City returned 912 
unsold tickets for the match at the Emir¬ 
ates Stadium. City fans regularly hold up 
signs during matches which read: “Don’t 
price us out of our game or lose more fans.” 

John Homer, chairman of the official Al¬ 
bion Supporters Club, said: “It’s shameful. 
I’m not speaking as a supporters club chair¬ 


man now, I am speaking as a fan. £56 for 
the price of admission plus travel costs and 
perhaps a family member too - and all for 
a game that is being televised live on TV. 

“Fans are furious. I would never actively 
urge anyone to boycott a game but I think 
plenty will on this occasion. Maybe Man¬ 
chester City, one of the wealthiest clubs in 
the world, need the money. 

“This is really too much. Supporters are 
a vital part of the game and to exploit them 
like this is shameful.” 

Premier League chief Richard Scudamore 
said: “Absolutely top of our aims and ob¬ 


jectives is to keep attendances full. The 
clubs absolutely know where the Premier 
League stands on this. We want full stadia. 
Over the last 15 years we have managed to 
achieve 90 per cent occupancy. This year oc¬ 
cupancy is up at 95 per cent and could well 
reach an all-time high this season. That 
hasn’t come about just by going on increas¬ 
ing and increasing ticket prices. 

“Clubs are working hard to keep ticket 
prices at the point where people keep com¬ 
ing. It is important we keep grounds full 
and we have rules about making away allo¬ 
cations available to away fans.”

No Peace 
offering 
on view 

ALBION chairman Jeremy 
Peace was a no-show at the 
club’s AGM - once again 
staged 120 miles from The 
Hawthorns. 

Just six of the club’s re¬ 
maining 595 independent 
shareholders were able to 
make it to the London of¬ 
fices of Peace’s lawyers for 
an hour-long meeting with 
the Albion board’s sole rep¬ 
resentative Mark Jenkins, 
the club’s chief executive. 

Peace, who missed last 
year’s meeting because of 
ill-health, was not required 
to attend Wednesday’s 
meeting, held under the 
WBA Group Ltd, having 
moved his majority share¬ 
holding to a new controlling 
company (WBA Holdings) . 

But the shareholders were 
able to quiz Jenkins and it 
was confirmed the club’s 
owner was paid £ 1.19m for 
his running of The Haw¬ 
thorns. Jenkins is paid 
£600,000 - but both salaries 
are subject to ‘flexing down’ 
based on the company’s per¬ 
formance. 

Jenkins declined to talk 
to the media afterwards but 
shareholder Garth Pearce, 
acting as spokesman, admit¬ 
ted it had been disappoint¬ 
ing not to get an opportunity 
to speak to Peace.
